Former Mrs. Huo.r Pratt Hsd Hard 


Time Leaving Servla. 


Princess Alexis Karageorgevltch, for- 


merly Mrs Huger Pratt of New York- 
arrived In Rome the other day after an 
adventurous journey on horseback 
across Albania. Sbe was still much 
fatigued from her trip. 


The prince Is a consul of King Peter 


of Servla and was an exile from bis 
country, living in Paris until last spring, 
when, with tbe princess, he went to 
Servia 


Tbe princess says that she left Nlsh 


shortly before tbe Austro-Uerman oc- 
cupation of tbe Servian wartime cap! 
taL Sbe said tbat she had been com 
pelted to ride bard day and night since, 
pursued by the enemy and at Imminent 
risk of capture.

WOULD BUILD WATER FRONT. 


Engineer Has Plan te Fill Up Cast 


River at New York. 


One of tbe most startling projects 


ever conceived for the relief of the 
harbor congestion in yew York has 
been proposed by one of New York's 
most prominent consulting engineers, 
Dr. T. Kennard Thomson. In tbe Jan- 
nary Popular Science Monthly appears 
a vivid description by Dr. Thomson of 
the steps be hopes to take In order to 
make bis plan a reality. 


In brief, be plans to reclaim fifty 


square miles of land from New York 
bay, 
to add a hundred miles of new 


water front for docks, to nil In the 
Bast river and to prepare New York 
(or a population of 20,000,000. This 
work Is to be done by building coffer- 
dams, and after pumping out tbe wa- 
ter, laying tbe subway tubes, gas, elec- 
tric and telephone conduits he will fill 
In tbe Inclosed space. This, be claims, 
will be a very Inexpensive method of 
construction tlnce It would not entail 
the costly tunneling to build tbe sub- 
way after tbe construction had been 
completed. Dr. Thomson believes tbat 
through taxes and additional business 
which would come to New York this 
project while Its original cost would 
be greater than tbat of tbe Panama 
canal would sorely and quickly pay 
for itself

from Glacier park, where he met her 
in charge ot Miss Oeorgiana Allen, a 
Havre schoolteacher, who agreed to 
chaperon the girl to Montana from a 
house of detention in Oakland, CaL 


H. A. Davee, state superintendent ot 


public Instruction, who was attending 
the National Teachers', association, 
was besought by the Oakland authori- 
ties to provide escort for the girl back 
to Montana. The city paid her ex- 
pense*. Superintendent Davee learned 
that Miss Allen, a teacher, was shortly 
to come home, and the latter went to 
the boose of detention, where the girl 
has been kept two months to guard 
her against kidnaping by th* gypsy 
band from which she was taken. 
There arrangements were made for 
bringing her home, and the teacher 
and the girl departed secretly from 
San Francisco, embarking on a steam- 
er for Astoria, from which point they 
went by train to Glacier park. 


In Terror of Band. 


The necessity for keeping their 


whereabouts secret was urged by the 
girl, who was In terror of being seized 
by th* band. She declared that she 
was likely to be taken from a train 
by memben stationed along the road 
and on watch, hence the trip by steam- 
er was devised. 


Th* history of the young woman 


read* Ilk* a romance. 
For several 


yean she has been trying to escape 
from th* gypsies, but alone and 
friendless, she was given no opportu- 
nity until about three months ago, 
when the Oakland officials secured 
possession ot her after a desperate 
fight In th* courts. Th* Marino band, 
to which ah* was sold for $2,000 In 
1»1S. 
is rich, and money wa* spent 


lavishly to defeat Jostle*. 


About ton yean ago, following the 


funeral ot th* mother, th* girt and 
a sister wer* placed IB th* St Jo- 
seph's orphans'home. Th.r* they're- 
mained for perhaps six months, when 
Evelyn waa taken to Butt*, and in 
Jodg* Donlan's court upon th* npr*- 
Mntatlons ot an attorney adoption pa- 
per* wen mad* out tor "Mary' Mit- 
chell, placing her In eharg* ot a 
coupl* n*m*d Glchl

AN INCOME TAX SYSTEM. 


Is the Meet Complete.

Beports received in the United Bute* 


that several of the German states an 
preparing to make considerable In 
creases In then- Income tax levies have 
excited much Interest, and fuller re- 
ports are eagerly awaited. 


The German empire, as a whole, does 


not levy any Income tax, bat the twen 
ty-slx states which compose the em 
plre all have either complete or per 
Hal income taxation. Their Individual 
methods of making the levy, however, 
vary widely. Prussia, which includes 
more than half toe total population of 
the empire, has one of the most com- 
plete systems. 


The Prussian Income tax Is levied 


upon all Prussian subjects actually 
domiciled In Prussia, as well as on all 
other persons domiciled In Prussia, s 
residence of one year establishing 
domicile within the meaning of the 
tax law. It also Includes corporations 
and co-operative societies except those 
whose activities are charitable, •den- 
tine or artistic exclusively. 


Certain members of the royal fami- 


ly and of tbe nobility are exempt from 
the tax, .*• well as certain accredited 
diplomatic representatives. 
All in

RESULT OF OYSTERS' 


"DRINKING" HABIT 


SOME DEALERS VIOLATE POO 


AND 
DRUGS ACT BY CAUSIN 


OYSTERS TO "DRINK" FRE8I 


WATER. 


Inspectors of the federal agrlcultu 


al department, in giving special a 
tentlon to the heavy traffic In oyster 
during the holiday season, have foun 
that it is the practice of some dealer 
to add fresh water to shucked oyster 
In such a way as to greatly increas 
the size of the oyster 
The oyste 


when brought in contact with fres 
water for several hours, will "drink 
or absorb considerable quantity of th 
water and will Increase in size i 
exact proportion to the amount 
water which he "drinks." As oysters 
are usually sold by the pint or quart 
any Increase in their size due to th 
addition of water enables the deale 
to fill the pint or quart measure wit 
a smaller number of oysters. In orde 
to Increase the size, oysters must b 
soaked in fresh water or water that 
only slightly salty. They will no 
"drink" enough of the salt water i 
which they are grown to increas 
materially in bulk; nor will oysters 
increase in bulk to any extent from 
being washed in fresh water if the 
are allowed to remain for only a fe 
minutes, necessary to cleanse them. 


If four quarts of oysters and on 


quart of fresh water are placed in 
5-foot container and the mixture a 
lowed to stand for several hours, ther 
will be a marked change in the ap- 
pearance of the contents of the con 
talner. To the naked eye there wi 
appear to be five quarts of dry oy 
ters, for the container will be fu 
and there will be little or no water I 
sight, it being on the inside of th 
plump, succulent-looking oysters. Th 
average purchaser has no means o 
detecting the addition of water. Th 
chemist, however, by determining th 
amount of water in the oyster an 
comparing it with the amount that a 
oyster normally contains, can readil 
detect the adulteration. 


The practice of increasing the bul 


by the addition of water is not con 
fined to shucked oysters. Some deal 
ers float the oysters for several hour 
while yet in the shell in fresh irate 
or water that is much less salty tha 
the water in which the oyster* were 
grown. During the process of fjoa 
Ing, the oysters "drink" in the fres 
water and increase in weight and bul 
In exact proportion to the amount o 
water they drink or absorb, and thus 
a medium-siied oyster may be in 
crease to the size of a "select" 


The addition of water to oysters 


lowers their food value, and sue 
oysters are adulterated under section 
7 of the food and drugs act, whic 
provides that food is adulterated i 
"a substance has been mixed 
packed with It so as to, reduce ,p 
lower or Injuriously affect its qualit 
or strength," and also If "a substance 
has been substituted In whole or Jtt 
part for the article." 
The shlpmea 


ot such oysters in interstate com 
merce or their sale In the District 
of Columbia or the territories of the 
United States constitute, in the de- 
partment's opinion, a violation ot the 
food and drugs act. 


It is believed that increasing prof 


Its by selling water at the price ef 
oysters Is not countenanced by the 
better element of oyster dealers, who 
desire to have the practice stopped 
both because it is fraudulent and be- 
cause It places the honest dealer at 
a disadvantage in selling his product 
at the price of the adulterated o 
The Oyster Growers and Dealers' as- 
soclation of North America is co-op- 
erating with the department In stop- 
ping Interstate traffic In oysters adof- 
erated in this manner. 
State offi- 


cials are also co-operating in order 
to stop the fraudulent practice within 
their states. 


Considerable evidence Is being col- 


ected by the inspectors of the depart- 
ment In reference to this traffic, and 
as toon as the evidence Is complete 
prosecutions against those dealers 
who are violating the food and drugs 
ct will be recommended to the de- 
partment of justice.'

davit and Three Photographs Are

To prevent passport frauds the Unit- 


ed States government has put into ef- 
fect the new passport system author- 
ized by President Wilson's executive 
order of Dec. IS 
This requires a 


double application for a passport and 
three photographs'of the applicant and 
provides for tbe Introduction of an In 
spevtiou system by which every pass 
port will be foumerslfmed by a United 
States treasury Inspector when the 
traveler boards ship, as well as the es- 
tablishment of a special passport bu- 
reau In New Tork city. 


All applications for passports must 


be made In duplicate. These applica- 
tions must be sent to Washington,') 
where passports will be Issued by the 
state department as In tbe past al- 
though in emergency passports may 
be issued by tbe bureau In New Tork. 


The original application will be kept 


on file in Washington. When the pass- 
port is issued it will be sent to tbe bu 
rean In New Tork, accompanied by the 
duplicate copy of tbe application. The 
applicant will be notified to call at the 
bureau for his passport Tbe duplicate 
application will be placed in the bands 
of an inspector for use in examining 
tbe holder of the passport when th 
latter boards ship to sail. 


Must Tell About Intended Trip. 


The application must name the conn 


tries it Is Intended to visit and glv 
the object of the trip. The passport 
will contain this blank: "I Intend to 
leave the United States from tbe port 
of —, sailing on board tbe — o 


. 1910." which must be filled In. N 


passport will be Issued to a person wh 
falls to state the vessel on which he In 
tends to sail. Passports will be good 
only on tbe designated steamers. 


One of the three photographs re- 


quired to be furnished in each case 
will be retained hi the state depart 
ment in Washington, another will b 
attached to tbe passport and tbe third 
to the duplicate application to b 
used by tbe Inspector.
